The following table shows the movement of wholesale prices from December 1943 to December 1944 in each of the eleven 
groups of commodities specified. It also shows the changes over the same period in prices of (a) industrial materials classified 
according to stage of manufacture, and (b) building materials. All the commodities included in (a) and (b) are also included in 
their appropriate commodity groups (V-XI). In cases where the Government, since the outbreak of war, has bought a commodity 
at one price and resold it at a lower one (e.g. home-produced meat) the subsidised price is the one used for the index; where 
different prices are charged ‘according to the use to which the article is put (e.g. in the case of sugar and flour) a weighted 
average of these is taken.

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MAIN FEATURES OF THE YEAR’S FIGURES 


The course of prices from December 1943 to December 1944 in 
the several groups of commodities is shown in the table above. 

Wholesale prices rose by rather more between December 1943 
and December 1944 than in the previous twelve months (2-3 per 
cent. against 1:3 per cent.), but even so the movement was less 
than in 1942, and contrasts strongly with the rise of over 50 per 
cent. in the first sixteen months of the war. 

The movement during 1944 was mainly due to substantial rises 
recorded for the coal and cotton groups of 20-6 per cent. and 
17-2 per cent. respectively, no other group moving by more than 
3-1 per cent. The rises in coal and cotton represented deliberate 
exceptions to the general policy of stabilisation, but in other 
spheres this was even more apparent than in 1943, only one 
item (goatskins) showing a movement on the year of as much as 
20 per cent. Even including the coal and cotton groups there 
were fewer items showing changes on the year than in 1943 (82 
instead of 98); it is indeed rather remarkable that 116 out of 
200 items should show no change over the twelve months, while 


two more showed small compensating movements during the 
year. 

The two major divisions again showed a contrast between a 
rise in industrial materials and a fall in food, and the difference 
in their movements since the outbreak of the war is now relatively 
small. 

Food prices fell during the year by 1-1 per cent. The price 
dispersion in this group was markedly less than in 1943, since no 
quotation showed a change of significantly over 10 per cent., 
whereas in 1943 10 increases and 7 decreases exceeded 10 per 
cent. In every month except August, food prices in 1944 were 
lower than in the corresponding period of 1943, there being 
virtually no change for August (0-4 per cent. higher). 

The industrial materials index rose by 4-1 per cent. on the 
year—the largest yearly rise recorded since 1941. As in earlier 
years, there was a slow but definite upward trend; no month 
showed a rise of more than 1 per cent., but only two declines 
were recorded, and both were very small. The forces making 
for higher prices secured some result in one field or another in 
almost every month.

The much greater rise since pre-war shown for basic materials 
might suggest that the prices of raw materials had advanced 
much more than those of the corresponding products at a later 
stage of manufacture, but the conclusion would be almost wholly 
false. In general, there is not a very great difference between 
the price rises shown at the various stages of manufacture of 
any one article, and in some cases (e.g. wool) the rise has actually 
been least for raw materials because the full effect of a subsidy 
is visible there. The true explanation of the greater rise shown 
in the basic materials index is essentially that it contains various 
items, such as paper-making materials, which have increased 
enormously in price and for which there is no quotation available 
at later stages of manufacture; similarly the index for inter- 
mediate products is raised above that for manufactured articles 
mainly because it includes timber. 

. Prices of building materials rose by 2-2 per cent. during 1944, 
being consistently above those for 1943 throughout the year.

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85 to 824 per cent.; the subsidy to bakers was correspondingly 
increased, so that flour used for making bread was not affected. 

There were no changes whatever in the meat, fish and eggs 
group. 

The main changes on the year in the “ other food and tobacco ” 
group were for tomatoes and apples, which, in addition to the 
usual seasonal movements throughout the year, stood at the 
end of 1944 10 and 4 per cent. respectively, below the prices 
ruling in December 1943. Coffee prices fell by 4 per cent. during 
the year. Tobacco prices, which are measured cum duty, were 
from 1 to 2 per cent. higher than a year ago for the American 
varieties and about 4 per cent. for Empire tobacco. 


Industrial Materials and Manufactures. Two advances in the 
price of coal—the first in February and the second in August— 
were responsible for the rise of 20-6 per cent. in this group. For 
the descriptions used in the index, the increases for the ‘year 
ranged from 15 per cent. for South Wales ordinaries to nearly 
27 per cent. for Fifeshire steam coal. 

An upward revision in the controlled price of manufactured 
iron goods in the middle of August was almost entirely responsible 
for the rise of 1-5 per cent. in the iron and steel group. Prices 
of crown iron, hoops and marked bars. were, each raised by 
£2. 7s. 6d. per ton, representing increases of about 15, 14 and 13 
per cent. respectively ; prices of rainwater pipes were advanced 
by about 54 per cent. Other significant increases were for 
fishplates, which became 8 per cent. dearer in May, and for nuts 
and bolts, which were raised by rather over 1 per cent. in August. 
The only noteworthy change among the non-ferrous metals was 
a rise of 9 per cent. in the price of tin, operative from Ist January 
1944. Small increases were recorded for brass (2} per cent.) 
and lead pipes (43 per cent.), the last mentioned having a 
weight of only one-third in the index. 

The substantial advance of 17-2 per cent. in the cotton index 
was essentially the result of an increase of 43d. per lb. on 17th 
April in the issue price of raw cotton to spinners, the percentage 
rise being 58 per cent. for American and 43 per cent. for Egyptian. 
This was reflected in dearer yarn prices, which had also shown a 
small rise in January as a result of changes made on 22nd Decem- 
ber 1943; these two factors combined to give 
year for those yarns used in the index ranging from 21 to 31 per 
cent., American yarns rising more than Egyptian. A system of 
rebates was introduced to prevent the prices of utility cloths 
from rising as a result of increases in wages and material costs,

There were few changes of any note in the index for the wool 
group, which rose by barely 1 per cent. during 1944. Wool yarns 
showed increases on the year ranging up to nearly 3. per cent. 
(for skeins). The increase of 2-2 per cent. in the “ other textiles ” 
group was largely the result of a rise in November of 18} per 
cent. in the price of sisal. Raw jute rose by 43 per cent., but 
the price of aero warp linen yarn fell by over 4 per cent. on- the 
year. 

Prices of chemicals and oils were unusually stable in 1944, the 
index rising by only 0-7 per cent. The largest increase was 
7 per cent. for copal varnish (this oooupred in January), the only 
other changes being increases of 25 per cent. for both coal-tar 
products and the group of ten Br Snes chemicals$ and 
a reduction of 2 per cent. in the price of white lead paint;

Food and Tobacco. The only increase of 1 per cent. or more 
in the cereals group was a rise of 2 per cent. in the effective pric 
paid by millers for home-grown wheat. There was an average 
increase of 223 per cent. for tomatoes, following a revision in 
control price on 4th December. This, together with new control 
prices for oranges on Ist December (a rise of 4 per cent.), raised 
the “other food and tobacco ”’ index 0-9 per cent. above 
November figure. 


Industrial Materials and Manufactures. There were vi 
few changes among industrial materials and manufacture 
only significant ones being rises of 4 per cent. for calfskins and 
nearly 2 per cent. for native hides.

Wool Cloth Rebate Scheme 


The Board of Trade announced in September last that, in 
order to offset increases in the cost of garment making, the price 
of Utility wool cloth of the kinds used for outerwear would be 
reduced by amounts sufficient to offset on the average the in- 
creased costs of making up. The full arrangements have now 
been worked out, in consultation with the trade interests, and 
the scheme will be brought into operation on Ist February. 
The broad outline of the scheme is indicated below: full details 
have been sent to cloth manufacturers, cloth merchants and 
garment makers by the Wool Control, by whom the scheme will 
be operated on behalf of the Board of Trade. All enquiries on 
the scheme from traders of these classes should be addressed in 
the first place to the Wool Control, Bradford. 

The Utility cloths to which the scheme applies, and the rate 
of rebate in each case, are set out in the schedule below. The 
rebates will be paid on all cloth of the scheduled specification 
numbers delivered by cloth manufacturers on and after Ist 
February 1945. Rebatable cloth will carry the letter “S” in 
addition to the Utility specification number. Cloth manufac- 
turers will invoice their cloth to show the amount of the rebate 
allowed, and will be reimbursed periodically by the Wool Control. 

The rebates will be paid on all cloth of the scheduled specifica- 
tions, including cloth going as piece-goods to the retail trade, 
whether direct or through merchants. Wholesalers and retailers 
who receive rebated cloth must, of course, calculate their per- 
mitted margins on the reduced prices paid by them. The whole- 
sale and retail ceiling prices for cloths marked with the letter 
“$” will be reduced by the appropriate amounts. 

In connection with the scheme the Board of Trade have made 
the Woven Wool Cloth (Manufacture and Supply) (No. 6) 
Directions (8S. R. & O. 1945, No. 23, price 1d.), requiring cloth 
manufacturers to apply the letter ‘“‘ S,” in addition to the Utility 
specification number, to ali Utility cloth of the specification 
numbers involved in the scheme supplied on or after Ist Feb- 
ruary. A Maximum Prices Order under the Goods and Services 
(Price Control) Acts fixing the wholesalers’ and retailers’ ceiling 
prices for these cloths will be made very shortly. 

Garment makers who have not since Ist July 1944 increased. 
their prices for garments made from Utility cloth of specifications 
now covered by the rebate scheme will be allowed rebate by the 
Wool Control in respect of their receipts of Utility cloths of these 
numbers between Ist April 1944 and 3lst January 1945. These 
payments will be made direct to the garment makers. 

As many garment makers may for some time after Ist February 
be receiving Utility cloth through merchants which was supplied 
by the manufacturers before Ist February and on which rebate 
has not therefore been allowed, the scheme also provides that the 
Woo! Control will pay rebate to merchants on their deliveries 
io garment makers only of Utility cloth of the appropriate specifica- 
tion numbers not marked with the letter “8.” “These payments 
will be made only on deliveries between Ist February and 30th 
April 1945. 

A further announcement will be made shortly about the rebate 
arrangements for fustian cloth.

The Woven Wool Cloth (Manufacture and Supply) (No. 6) 
Directions, to which reference is made above, also provides for 
the addition of certain new cloths to the Utility range. Parti- 
culars of these new cloths were announced on 4th January. 
The new cloths will not be included in the rebate scheme. 


Utility Curtain Cloth 


The Board of Trade announce that arrangements have been 
made for the addition to the Utility range of six Specifications of 
Curtain Cloth. Particulars of these cloths are set out in the 
Utility Curtain Cloth Directions (8. R. & O. 1945 No. 17, price 
Id.). The Directions come into operation on 22nd January 1945. 
The new cloths are made from yarn and grey cloth originally 
intended for blackout. Their sale, which is exempt from Purchase 
Tax, is confined to the holders of priority dockets or permits. 

These cloths may only be supplied to retail customers against 
the surrender of priority dockets or buying permits. Docket or 
permit holders may, however, obtain more than the quantity 
specified on the docket or permit if they surrender the appre- 
priate number of coupons. 

Supply between traders is also confined to orders accompanied 
by dockets or permits, but one trader may, if he wishes, supply 
to another trader a total area which exceeds by not more than 
one-third the area prescribed in the permits or dockets, provided 
that coupons are surrendered for the full amount of cloth supplied. 
Thus, for example, a trader may supply up to 80 square yards 
to another trader against the surrender of dockets and/or permits 
covering 60 square yards and against the appropriate number of 
coupons ° 

Traders are permitted to make up the curtain cloths into cur- 
tains, pelmets or valances if asked to do so, after the customer 
has purchased the piece of goods. 

Wholesale and retail maximum prices will be fixed by an 
Order under the Goods and Services (Price Control) Act, which 
will appear shortly. 


Maximum Prices for Wool Rags and Shoddy 


Under the Control of Wool-Rags Orders shoddy manufac- 
turers and merchants are prohibited from selling, and users 
(woollen spinners and/or manufacturers) are prohibited from 
buying mungo and shoddy at prices in excess of the maximum 
prices as defined in the appropriate licences. The definition of 
the maximum price is: (1) the cost of the wool rags in accordance 
with the Schedules of Maximum Prices, plus (2) the fair and 
proper cost of processing the wool rags into the mungo or 
shoddy, plus (3) a reasonable profit. 

It is announced by the Wool Control that as from Ist February 
1945 the following interpretations will operate: (1) The “ cost 
of the wool rags”’ shall mean the cost of the wool rags cleaned 
and sorted ready for the machine ; (2) the expression “ the fair 
and proper cost of processing”’ shall not include the cost of 
sorting or cleaning rags. 

The effect of these interpretations is—for example—that any 
rags bought as sorted grades and subsequently re-sorted shall 
not be costed into a blend or costed separately at a price exceeding 
the maximum scheduled price for cleaned and sorted rags, and 
therefore the cost of re-sorting cannot be recovered if it raises 
the price of the rags above the maximum scheduled price for 
cleaned and sorted rags. 

A circular has been issued by the Joint Rationing Committee 
of the Wool Control to woollen spinners and woollen spinner- 
manufacturers to the effect that (@) wool rags shall not be costed 
into mungo or shoddy at a price in excess of the price for cleaned 
and sorted grades as set out in the Schedules of Maximum Prices, 
and (6) mungo or shoddy shall not be costed into yarn or cloth 
or other manufactures at a price in excess of the maximum price 
calculated in accordance with the interpretations given above. 

A new General Condition has been issued applying to all 
Schedules of Maximum Prices of wool rags. This lays it down 
that the maximum price for grades not specifically named in the 
Schedules of Maximum Prices shall be in proportion to the 
maximum prices for the relative grades stated in the Schedules. 
In cases of doubt the Wool Control Inspectors will give a ruling 
as to the correct valuation. 


M.E.S.C. Import Modifications

MARKING OF METAL GOODS 

The Secretary (Commercial) to H.M. Embassy at Buenos Aires, 
has forwarded a translation of Resolution No. 6, dated 28th 
September 1944, which regulates the way in which the source of 
origin must be indicated on certain metal goods. 

On each of the following articles imported after a period of 
120 days from 28th September 1944, an indication of the source 
of origin must be stamped or engraved, except where a group of 
articles can be sold only as a set, when it will be sufficient to 
mark the principal article or articles :— 

Cutlery, sets of dishes, table services and other metal articles 
for the table or for household decoration, prize cups, watches, 
jewellery, medals, tools, metallic spare parts, and in general, all 
articles of metal. 

If the article bears a stamped or engraved trade mark, the 
indication of origin should be inscribed immediately above or 
below it by the same method as that in which it has been in- 
scribed, and in the most visible place should the trade mark 
appear in more than one place. 

When it is not possible, owing to the size of the article or for 
other technical reasons, to stamp or engrave the source of origin 
thereon, other methods must be used with the object of ensuring 
that the indication of origin appears in a manner as indelible and 
permanent as the nature of the article permits.
